ANOTHER WORD OF WARNING. 


The Sandbars and Cat-offs 
Threatening Mempiiis, 


A few Words to the City Fathers 
and Peopte Generally. 


At the request of a numberef citizens, 
whoincommon with the majority feel 
interested in this matter, we publish the 
following important ¢ommunication 

To our City Fathers: 

The writer would most respectfully 
call your attention to the subjects in con- 
nection with the vital interests and 
growing prosperity of our giant young 
city, amdsubmit for your calm reflection 
and consideration a few wholesome sug- 
gestions. 

No doubt many if pot all of your hon- 
érable body have frequently at times 
stood upon the bluff in front of our city, 
which commands a magnificent view of 
our noble river for many miles above 
and below, and have not failed to note 
the huge, ungainly sandbar that biars 
the view and obstructs our navigation, 
which has been formiogin front of our 
city for several yeurs past, making out 
for miles along the Arkansas shore 
into the middie of the Mississippi 
river, and now becoming a_ perfect 
“eye sore to every observer, and 
which certainly forbodes no = good 
to eur future prospects as a great! 
commercial emporium; and has not 
the question involuntarily come up: 
Cannot something be done? and should 
not something be speedily done to change 
the current‘of the river, so as to sweep 
away this ugly obstruction’? more par- 
ticularly as the said obstruction forces 
the current over upon our shore with re- 
sistless fury, causing a corresponding cut- 
ting away of the batture property, which | 
has formed there many years since, and 
has now become to be a most valuable 
addition to the city property. This en- 
croachment of the mighty river, if not 
by some means speedily ted by some 
action on your part, must ultimately 
sweep away into the relentless current of 
the river our present most valuable navy 
ard property, together with its build- 
ings, that has been so generously do- 
nated to us by our general government, 
and with it, also, all that valuable prop- 
erty on the botiom south of it, with its 
valuable improvements. The property 
of our citizens, all worth, in the aggre- 
gate, several million of dollars, and then 
our valuable stone wharf, = down at 
immense expense; all this valuable 
property is doomed to sureand inevitable 
destruction if some giant effort is not put 
forth to divert its threatened fate by 
those who hold the destiny of our city 
“in the hollow of their Will 
they not step forward and rescue us 
from so great a calamity?

This ia no idle conjecture, Lut such a 
freak as has been frequently oe by 
the great and mighty but no less fickie 
stream that flows past our doors. And 
if such is the case, are we not, as it were, 
sleeping over a volcano ready, as it is, 
to burst loose upon us at any moment? 
‘A word to the wise is suflicient.’’ 

There is yet another tmportant con- 
sideration to bethought of in connection 
with this subject. It is this: 

Within twelve months from this time 
our great Little Rock railroad (a link in 
the great Pacific railroad to California) 
will no doubt be completed to the oppo- 
site bank of the river, and we wil! want 
a clear, open river between our central 
landing and Hopefield, Arg, direct, and 
free from any obstructions of any kind 
whatever, so as to make the break in the 
line of road as short as possible without 
diverging up tothe point above Mem- 
phis, or to Mound City.
